Refu- 
gees arriving here declare that only 
America can find out what ts actually 
happening in Serbia today and send aid 
through Germany, as was done in the case 
of Belgium. 

The appeal for relief for the starving 
Serbians made by Mme. Grouiltch, an 
American woman, was effective. But the 


Consul John E. Kehl at Saloniki has re- 
ceived supplies of food and about $80,000 
in cash, telegraphed from America. He 
is puzzled to know what to do with them, 
since he cannot inaugurate relief work 
from Saloniki. 
Relief Ship Being Loaded,

Making Spaghetti Timbale. 
HERE has recently been invented in 
our midst a dien called chicken 
gastronome, an invention inspired 
by the new glass baking dishes. To 
make this dish the buttered individ- 
val glass cup or timbale is lined with a 
layer of large spaghetti or small maca- 
roni put In carefully. The dish with this 
lining instead of a pie crust is filled with 
dark chicken meat in a cream sauce, sea- 
soned with onicn and parsley. Then the 
whole is covered with the spaghetti 


mat, which is eprinkred with cheese, the 
whole baked until the top is brewn and 
the sauce has well penetrated the lining, 
and served with a sprig of parsley on top. 
This is a dish half way between an in- 
dividual meat pie and an Italian budi- 
no, which latter is either macaroni or 
spaghetti combined with a modicum of 
meat and a sauce and baked like a pud- 
ding. ;
